‘was over silver dollar parity and 
the silver dollar ‘ranked equally 
with the paper dollar, it was ob- 
viously profitable to mint, silver 
dollars and import them: into the 
Colony. Ordinarily this natural 
process of supply and demand 
should have speedily restored us 
to silver parity, but, unfortunately, 
our demand coincided with the 
‘currency ‘adjustment of Indo-China 
that reaulted fo abnormally large 
supplies of silver befng placed-on 
the market, and the Gove¥inment of 
India, very inopportunely for us, 
ulso came out ds a heavy seller. 

Our demand, therefore, was more 
than met by these .adventitious 
supplies,‘and the net result is that 
although we are. much‘ fearer 
parity now :than we were six 
months ago, we are still very in- 
conveniently over it. If we are to 


get back to silver parity we muat' 


look for a further: fall in exchange, 
unless “by a fortuitous circum- 
stance the price of silver miaterial- 
ly. rises. ' 
Extriordinary Complexity. .” 
These two factors have broughtty 
about a condition of extraordinary 
complegity. Silver dolinrs are still 
being imported because tha opera- 
ton shows an immediate “paper 


profit, but there is no apparent out- 


let for them. ‘They aro not really, 
needed to supplement our. currency

China's Aspirations 

‘T much regret even if only on the 
score of trade reasons, that the’ 
ideals and aspiratlons of the Nation. 
alist Government ‘have not so far 
been realised and that for China 
Preper the peace and sceurity we 
are looking and hoping for, are still 
apparently a long way off. Much.as 
we and China's best friends deplore | 


the present t unhealthy, sttuatloni, the! 
Nationalist Government must see 
for themselves that the root of 
their trouble is internal, and that 
any reasonable assistance the 
Powers could render, were it want» 
ed, is theirs for the asking. 

The Chairman has touched on the 
salaries question and I feel sure 
employers as far as they reasonably 
can, will give full consideration to 
the hardships from which employees 
are suffering through no fault of 
thelr own, and allow some compen- 
sation, reasonable and. equitable to 
both parties... 

. The Salaries Commisaion seems, iv 
have como in for a good deal of 
criticism recently, but when one 
considers that at the time of their 
deliberations exchange was much 
higher than it is at the moment, 
every allowance must be made, as 
no one (not even bankers) could 
foresee such a tremendous slump in 
the price of silver. 

Currency Problem 

You may expect me to criticise in 
some way the rentarks of the Chair- 
man on the currency question. In 
the main I may say here I am in 
accord with the viewa'he has ex- 
pressed, Still, there are so many 
anglea from which the problem can 
be tackled, I doubt if it is possible 
to get any two persons. who have 
carefully studied the subject, to ar- 
rive at a common understanding. 
It is sometimes not appreciated that 
in -order to protect them- 
selves that the Banks were 
forced’ in October last. to 
endeavour to return to what was 
then, and what still is, the legat 
currency basis. The real difficulty 
Is to find the best method. in which

a Committee of Enquiry, recently 
gazetted by.Government, it would be 
out of place for me to push forward 
my views at this meeting. - 

Much as most Banks deprecato

IMPERILLED 
‘HELM ORDERS CHANGED | 


“In presenting their annual report 
for the year "2929, the representa- 
tive Council of the Officers (Mer- 
chant Navy) Federation states 
that very satisfactory progress 
has been made, the number of 
federated officers by January 31 
Inst being “considerably In excess 
of 10,000.” 

The federation, continues the re- 
port, has been deputed by the China 
Coast Officers’ Guild and the Marine 
Engincers' Gulld of ‘Chins, being 
members, to co-operate on their 
behalf with the London representa- 
tives of owners who have shipping 
interests in the Far East in repre- 
senting to the Imperfal Govern- 
ment the absoluté necessity for 
“maintaining . adequate protective 
measures againat piracy in the 
China - Seas.* The federation has 
been and ia; ‘actively engaged in 
the matter, and regards ™ with 


Jutmost concern -any possibility’ of 


the modification or abolition of the 
existing system under which a 
supply of properly trained and dis- 
ciplined European guards is avail- 
able. The piracy of the Hal Ching, 
with its attendant  brutalities, 
affords very definite proof of the 
danger which exists in the China 
Seas, and will continue to exist 
until Inw and order are established 
in\China. 

The council learns with ‘ great 
satisfaction, on reliable authority, 
that it Is proposed to hold an Inter- 
national Conference in London 
during 1930 on the matter of load 
line, and it is hoped that the re- 
sult of the conference will be tho 
establishment of an international 
load line to be observed by all 
maritime ‘nations, One of the 
effects of this conference may well 
be that unfair competition, to 
which British shipping has been 
exposed in the past, will be 
eliminated. Members «of the 
federation have for several years 
urged that such.a conference 
should be convened. It would seem 


|that the possibility of successful 


poral in the Load Line Cpnven- 
tion may in some measure depend 


'|upon the ratification of the Safety 


of Life at Sea Convention of 1929, 
and this consideration has in con« 
siderable measure {influenced the 
council in the policy it has adopted 
in the matter of helm orders. 
Safely Effected 

The helm order controversy has 
been prominent in the technical 
and general Press throughout the 
year, but records disclose that less 
than twenty officers have them- 
selves raiged the subject in con- 
versation or correspondence, This 
fact alone can be taken as proof 
that any suggestion that the 
service is exhibiting strong feeling 
generally on the matter ia unwar- 
ranted. The council find upon first 
inquiry that a number of officers 
are, quite naturally, adverse to the 
change, largely on justffiably senti- 
mental grounds.’ If the case be 
presented to them, as merely: a 
matter in which Government offi-' 
clals,, shipowners’ and laymen 
generally, are interfering with a 
time-honoured custom of the sea, 
they. naturally oppose the change; 
but it found in every case, when it 
is pointed out that the success of 
the whole Convention may be 


* |wrecked if the helm order change 


is not accepted, that they are most 
strongly against action. calculated 
to imperil the Convention. 

It is the consideréd opinion of 
the council] that ‘captains and 
officera of the Merchant Navy are 
most anxious to avold putting any 
obstacles in the . way of the re-

tionally with matters that concern 
the employers on one side and the 
workers on the other, and it does 
not appear to have been contem- 
plated that these conventions 
should deal with matters affecting 
the officer personnel, or others in 
a supervisory capacity.

It is proposed to establish a 
monthly service which would cover 
the St. Lawrence ports in the sum- 
mier season via Gtbraltar,.

Never Seen a Ladder 

The principal tenant of -the 
second floor of No, 12 was then 
recalled. She said there was a 
fray door in*the kitchen at the 
hack, but no ladders, She had 
been a tenant there for three years, 
ani had never seen a ladder, 

Tho landlady, owner of No, 12, 
said she did not know why there 
‘vas no ladder at the back. She 
lid not know It was necessary, 
and further, had never been to 
‘he top floor herself, She had 
‘owned the house. for over ten 
years, and bought it when it wad 
new. She learnt affer the fire 
that there was no ladder. 

Case Admitted! 

The Coroner pointed out that 
here was .a case for the Building 
Office to bring a case for non- 
compliance with the Ordinance.

FINED ON TWO COUNTS 

The recent. motor cycle accident in 
Kowloon, in which five RAF. men, 
were concerned had its sequel at the 
Kowloon Maglstracy yesterday after- 
noon, when Mr, il, Tower, of the 
[.A.F,, was summoned before Mr. T. S. 
Whyte-Smith on fivecounts as under :— 
q) being intoxicate! while driving an 

unlicensed Harley-Davidson motor 

- eyele combination; 

(2) failing to have full control of the 
cycle; ‘ 

(3) driving without an ‘appropriate 
driver’s licence; 

(4) driving an unilcensed motor cycle; 

and : ‘ : 

(5) driving the cycle negligently, in a 
manner dangerous to the public. 

Defendant pleaded “guilty”! to counts 
3 anl 4 only. ot : 

Police-Sergeant L. Boffin, who was 
thrown out of a rikdha as the result of 
the accident, gave evidence, re-counting. 
the circumstances as very fully publish- 
cd in the China Alail at the time of 
the accident. 

Dr. D. J. Valentine, late of the Kow- 
loon Hospital, who examined the defen- 
dant after the accident, at 230 am, 
on March 20, denored that defendant 
was suffering from severe abrasions‘on 
the head, face, hands and legs, and from 
bruising, especially of the neck. When 
witness saw him defendant was in. bed, 
he being too knocked about to get up 
and walk. Defendsnt did not speak 
much, and witness thought that was 
chiefly due to the accident. What de- 
fendant did see was fairly clear and 
he talked nse, 

Leading Scamgn Strect was called 
for the defence, and said that there 
were altogether five persons on, the 
cyclo, : 

Mis Worshp regiitered convictions on 
three of the five chargos and imposed 
fines as ugder:— : 

$10 for driving an unlicensed cycle; 
$5 for driving without a driver's 
licence; and $30 for negligent driving. 

It was stated that damage was done 
to the rikisha to the extent of $12, and 
the puller was in hospital for three 
days. Accordingly his Worship order- 
ed defendant to pay $15 to the coolic 
as compensation. ¢

entertainment and as part of the 
normal scheme of things.

Tivo methods are available, name- 
ly the choke-filter and the output 
tvansformer methods. 

Choke Filter 

“In the choke filter arrangement 
the anode circuit is split into two 
alternative paths, one consisting of 
a low frequency choke, that’ is to 
gay, 8 coil of wire wound on an iron 
core, and, the other of. tha, aptaker., in 
series with a condenser. 


The iron-eored choke, while per- 
mitting the steady direct current to 
pass through its windings, diféra an 
obstacle to the passage of the speech 
current, The condenser, on the 
other hand, will pass the varying 
current impulses but ‘not the steady 
direct current. 

It may be of service to indicate 
the method of adding choke filter to 
a set not ao fitted. The only addi- 
tional parta required are a low 
frequency choke of which ‘several 
reliable makes are on the market, 
and a fixed condenser of 2 mfd.” 
capacity. 

The Speaker leads should firat be 
disconnected from the speaker 
terminals of the receiver... * 

Next, the low frequency choke 
should be connected to the speaker 
terminals of the set, and, one 
terminal ‘of the condenser connected 
to the terminal marked LS—-. The 
speaker should now be connectcd 
hetween the other terminal of the 
condenser and the L.T.—terminal. 

The advantages of a filter circuit 
are four-fold. In the first ‘place 
many speakers are so arranged that 
if the correct polarity is not ob- 
served in connecting up, that is to 
say unless the + terminal of the 
speaker is connected to LSt on the 
receiver, the steady direct *current 
component of the anode. current will 
tend to demagnetize the magnets, 
thus causing the speaker to lose its 
sensitivity. A choke filter, by 
isolating the apeaker winding from 
the direct current component, aig 
this risk. Again, if. the engaker fs 
installed at'a considerable’ distance 
from the receiver, the long speaker 
leads cause a drop in voltage, with 
the result that the valve will not 
work at its highest efficiency. ‘When 
high anode voltages are used, 0 
choke filter avoids the risk of shock 
through touching the speaker ter- 
minals and eliminates the chance 
of damage due to worn or faulty 
insulation of the speaker leads 
causing a short circuit. | 

In order that the maximum 
amount of audio-frequency “power 
for operating the speaker Is obtain- 


[ed fiom the output -valve, the im-

PERFECT TRANSMISSION 


London, Yesterday. 

_ A new chapter in the history of 
wireless, development was in- 
augurated to-day by a simultaneous 
broadcast of sight and 
B.B.C, “twin” transmitters. The 
wireless artistes were scen as well 
as heard for the first time in any 
country, 

The experimental programme was 
begun by ‘an official, Mr. J. L. Baird, 
inventor of the televisor. His 
features were clearly scen and lips 
moved as his voice was heard from 
the loud speaker, 

He was then succeeded’ by Sir 
Ambrose Fleming, the inventor of 
the thermionic ‘valve, which made 
wireless in the home possible. 

An address by. Lord Ampthill, 
songs by two well-known artistes, 
and a talk by tho author of 
“Journey’s end,” all of whom were 
clearly seen and heard, followed.— 
Reuter.
